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TOWN HALL 


The Town Hall was built in 1886 in South Flats by Timothy Horton and 
was funded by citizens who wanted the town hall in their part of town. The 
first town meeting was held in 1880 and the last in March of 1970. In bet- 
ween these dates the hall was used for meetings, dances, entertainments, 
and eighth grade graduations. The pupils from, at one time, seven shcools 
in town came together for graduation exercises. 


The south room downstairs was used as a class room and the north room 
as the town library. Many town meeting dinners were served in the north 
room. In the fall of 1953 school enrollment was large enough to necessitate 
using the north room for classes. In the fall of 1970 all classes moved to the 
new consolidated Clarendon Elementary school and town meetings were 
thereafter held in the Elementary school multi-purpose room. 


During the following years the town hall was rented a few times, but in 
general it went into a state of decline. Controversy over whether to use the 
building for town offices, sell it or tear it down ended with selectmen ap- 
pointing a citizens committee who hired an engineer to inspect the building. 
It was found that the town hall was structurally sound. 


Plans then went ahead for renovating the downstairs by papering and 
painting throughout, carpeting one room, and adding a vault to the west 
side of the building. In the fall of 1979 the town clerk and selectmen moved 
into their new office quarters.

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1979 CLARENDON SELECTMEN’S LETTER 


1979 was a year with many important developments for Clarendon. 
Among these were the formation of the Clarendon Industrial and Commer- 
cial Development Committee; the utilization of the Town Hall, located in 
the Flats for the Town Offices; the legal developments of both the zoning 
and delinquent tax cases; and the hiring of the Selectmen’s Administrative 
Assistant. ; 


With the continued emphasis on broadening the Town’s tax base, the 
Selectmen formed the Clarendon Industrial and Commercial Cemmittee 
with its members being selected from local residents. The purpose of this 
committee is to appraise the Town’s ability to attract desirable Industrial 
and Commercial taxpayers and advise the Selectmen as to the best methods 
to do such. The Selectmen feel that the actions of this Committee could be a 
significant effort to broaden industrial and commercial growth in Claren- 
don. 


The Town’s offices moved into the Town Hall, in the Flats area, on 
September 14. This marked the culmination of the renovation to the Town 
Hall over the past few years. The Selectmen feel that with the Town Offices 
and the Town garage in such a close proximity a more effective work en- 
vironment is created. 


The Town has been involved in litagation relating to changes in the por- 
tions of the zoning regulations relating to Commercial and Industrial type 
development for several years. At present, the correctness of the procedures 
utilized in making changes which were voted upon several times in the past 
couple of years is before the Vermont Supreme Court for review after the 
Town’s actions were supported by the Superior Court. It is expected that 
the Supreme Court will rule on this question in May of this year. It is hoped 
that the Court’s decision will provide guidance for the Selectmen in how the 
Town will be able to accomodate proposals for Commercial and Industrial 
development in the future. 


An audit of the records of the former collector of delinquent taxes iden- 
tified irregularities involving the handling of significant amounts of the 
Town ’s tax receipts. The Town has been reimbursed by its insurance com- 
pany for most of the unaccounted for funds and it is expected that pending 
Court action will allow the Town to recover the remainder of the funds 
which the audit has indicated were not properly turned over to the Town. 


Mr. Robert Borchers was hired as Administrative Assistant in April after 
interviewing a number of applicants for the position. In September, Mr. 
Borchers resigned to take a position with Vermont Law School, and the 
Selectmen again advertised for applicants to fill this position. Mrs. Aleta 
Holden was selected in December and has aided the Selectmen in their day- 
to-day operations. We feel that the Administrative Assistant has been effec- 
tive in helping the Selectmen in some of the necessary matters that must be 
attended to regularly. 


As of January 1, 1980, Carl Lanfear has officialy retired from his posi- 
tion as Road Foreman. Even though he is working with the road crew until 
the Town Meeting, his retirement makes the final stages of a 27 year career 
with the Town of Clarendon. The Selectmen feel that we can speak for all 
those who know and have worked with Carl, to wish him and his wife, 
Gladys, the best.

In working towards this goal, the 
Vermont Department of Health has provided directly, or assured the provi- 
sion of, preventive health services to communities across the state. During 
1979, the following services were received by the residents of Clarendon: 


246 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and 
received personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 


Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse pro- 
gram. 


15 persons received services through the Maternal and Child Health Pro- 
gram. 


14 Comprehensive health assessments including preventive health 
quidance were provided at Well Child Conferences. 


156 persons received nutrition education and food supplements through 
the Special Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants, and 
Children (WIC). 


17 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Ear- 
ly Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 


23 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer through the Cer- 
vical Cancer Screening Program. 


Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and treatment 
services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were pro- 
vided to 12 children. 


Through the Child Development Clinic, 5 children received diagnostic 
and intensive follow-up services for suspected physical and/or mental 
retardation. 


29 immunizations were given in Health Department Clinics. 


11 persons received chest x-rays for early detection of lung disease 
through the Barre, Rutland, or other Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department 
laboratory in Burlington: 


34 blood test to identify women needing immunization against german 
measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


79 other diagnostic blood tests, 
26 bacteriological and viral cultures, 
100 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drink- 


ing water quality. 
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The Occupational Health Division Conducted Asbestos inspections at 
Clarendon Elementary School. 


Statewide, 247 emergency medical technicians were trained, 344 were 

recertified and 61 received advanced training; 188, 323 doses of vaccine 
were supplied to private physicians, school nurses, and other health pro- 
viders; 17 hospitals and 46 nursing homes were inspected and licensed; 
1,880 restaurants were inspected; 4,432 venereal disease office visits and/or 
treatments were paid for and 745 contacts were traced; material to test 
48,770 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, public 
clinics, and schools; 21 x-ray machines were inspected; treatment for 20,144 
children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth Fairy 
and Denticaid programs; and, in conjunction with Planned Parenthood, 
13,380 persons received contraceptive counselling and service. 


Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Ser- 
vices to your Town Health Officer, Edward B. Fuller. 


Your Town Clerk, MaeBelle Byrne, received support and instruction in 
the handling of vital records from the division of Public Health Statistics.

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CLARENDON VOL. FIRE DEPT. 


During our 16th year we have found that an era of wood burning stoves is 
definitey with us again. Although our chimney fires have been at a 
minimum please keep in mind that your chimney needs your closest supervi- 
sion and that it can always be a potential danger. 


We have put into use this year a Dodge Power Wagon at the Airport. This 
vehicle has a water supply, portable pump and necessary hose for Forest 
Fire work or auxiliary pumping at residential fires. This was done for a total 
cost of $3,600.00. 


During 1979 we also repaired rust and painted our 1200 gallon tank truck 
in North Clarendon. Our hose tower was completed and is working fine. 
Probably the biggest achievement was the rating of our town by the in- 
surance underwriters giving us a reduction in our insurance rates. These 
reduced rates apply to everyone within three miles of the North Clarendon 
Station, Chippenhook Station or the Airport Station. We feel our stations 
have been strategically located so as to have nearly everyone within this 
three mile radius of at least one of the stations. 


Also during the past year we erected a memorial and flag pole at the 
North Clarendon Station in memory of our past Firemen and Auxiliary. A 
tribute such as this seems very fitting at this time to our past members who 
contributed so much to our department during its trial 16 years of opera- 
tion. 


Financially we ran in the black with an income of $24,043.62 and ex- 
penses of $20,532.56. The Townspeople must remember that out of the 
$24,043.62 all but $5,000.00 was raised by department members. We are 
very pleased to be a financially sound organization with a leadership 
capability that would be hard to surpass. Our Members, Officers, and 
Board of Trustees are to be greatly commended. We now have a financial 
worth in excess of $85,000.00, have a membership of 60 men, have 6 fire 
trucks, three stations, radio communications system, all equipment for 45 
men, are rated by the board of Insurance Underwriters, and have a very ac- 
tive Ladies Auxiliary. 


In 1979 we received 32 calls - 


House 4 Barn 3 
Car fires 2 Mobile Home 1 
Grass & Brush 10 Car Accidents 3 
Chimney 5 Business 4 


Out of these 32 calls 

7 - were out of town mutual aid 

2 - were in town mutual aid 

1 - false alarm 
The firemen put in 847 hours fighting fires 
The equipment put in 126 hours fighting fires 
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Our future plans are a pager communication system for the firemen. This 
will work in conjuction with our present radio system. This system will be in 
effect tentatively by April 1. The cost will be approximately $10,500.00 and 
will consist of 30 pagers and other necessary equipment. 


In closing we would like to again say thanks to everyone who has helped 
us in any way and also to those who will be our supporters in the future.

TOWN REPORT 
Clarendon Industrial and Commercial Development Committee 


In August of 1979, the Selectmen formed the Clarendon Industrial and 
Commercial Development Committee. One of the Purposes of the commit- 
tee is to pursue ways in which the Town of Clarendon could attract selected 
industry for purposes of broadening the town’s tax base. 


The tax burden on Clarendon residents is very high, and even the increases — 


in the cost of local government and education can be kept to a minimum in 
the future, any increase will have a significant effect on residential property 
taxes. The following points should be emphasized: 


1. Clarendon has a lower industrial and commercial tax base, and 
therefore, a higher residential tax base than most other communities in Ver- 
mont. 


2. Only seven other communities in the state have a residential tax burden 
equal to or higher than that of Clarendon. 
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3. Only one other community in Rutland County has an effective tax rate 
which is higher than that of Clarendon. 


It is the opinion of the committee that the town must begin work im- 
mediately on a development program. The taxpayers’ recent decision to 
eliminate the inventory tax has already begun to create a healthy business 
image within the town. At this time, the Committee would like to make the 
following recommendations as initial steps that can be taken to further 
develop the industrial and commerical growth of the town: 


1. It is recommended that the taxpayers grant the Board of Selectmen the 
authority to enter into tax stabilization agreements. These agreements 
should be within fairly restrictive guidelines because it is felt that an in- 
dustry will pay its fair share of taxes if the agreement is prepared properly. 
It is felt that a tax stabilization program would give Clarendon a com- 
petitive edge when dealing with a prospective industry. 


2. It is recommended that the Selectmen include in their administrative 
budget an amount of $5,000 for the purpose of promoting industrial and 
commercial development in the town. This amount would be used for plan- 
ning, promotion, preliminary engineering, legal and other related costs. 


3. It is recommended that the warning for the 1980 town meeting ask for 
an expression of voter support for the creation of a non-profit development 
corporation comprised of town residents and Selectmen. The purpose of 
such a corporation would be to work with Rutland Industrial Development 
Corporation, Vermont Industrial Development Authority (VIDA), Ver- 
mont Agency of Development and Community Affairs and private firms to 
encourage and promote sound economic development in the town. The 
creation of a local development corporation would provide the town with a 
‘‘vehicle’’ for requesting loans from VIDA since towns are not eligible to do 
sO. 


We would ask the taxpayers of Clarendon to look favorably on.our recom- 
mendations and to support our efforts. The development of industry 
growth in the town is going to be a longterm project. The longer we wait to 
implement a development program, however, the longer we will have to 
wait to see results. 


The committee therefore, requests your support and welcomes any 
assistance you will be able to give us.

During the previous year the Planning Commission established Flood 
Plain Regulations with the help of the Rutland Regional Planning Commis- 
sion and the HUD Office in Boston. After two public hearings this was 
adopted by the Selectmen in August and is to be voted at the March 1980 
Town Meeting. This is the step necessary to make sure low-cost, federally 
subsidized flood insurance will be available to owners of structures in areas 
prone to flooding. The Commission urges a ‘‘Yes’’ vote. 


In March Edna Ignalls became our (Zoning) Administrative Officer. 
Doris Donahue and MaeBelle Byrne were appointed to the Commission. 
Alan Ridlon joined the Commission in June. Mrs. Donahue resigned in the 
latter part of the year. 


The Commission recommended to the Selectmen the creation of a 
Commercial-Industrial Committee which was established in the fall. The 
Recreation Committee lost Karen Abare as it’s Chairman, a most en- 
thusiastic member. Currently Sue Schwaiger, Don Phillips, Art Peterson 
and Sam Coburn are working hard to formulate activities. 


‘Business growth included: Carrara & Sons expanded their existing office 
space and improved the appearance and operation of their ‘‘yard’’; Baker 
Brothers are expanding their space; Ralph Loomis expanded his business on 
the Walker Mt. Road; Dan Turco & Sons relocated their business in North 
Clarendon; Wayne Jones relocated his autobody shop on Old Rt. 7; James 
Tiraboshi established ‘‘home-base’’ for a rodeo business in Chippenhook; 
John Russell made application to build a retail sales building on the ‘‘Coca- 
Cola’’ site. Adverse growth was the junkyard on Rt. 103 which, at the 
writing of this report, we understand is being cleaned out.

III SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


A. Enrollment 

During the school year ending June 30, 1979 there were 228 pupils enrolled 
in the elementary school. During the present school year there are 269 pupils 
enrolled, as illustrated by the table above. This as increase of approximately 
40 students or 17.5% over last year. This has resulted in the hiring of one 
additional teacher. We now have two classes and two teachers at each grade 
level. 


B. Personnel 

It is a pleasure to report that we have a very stable teaching staff which is 
performing very well under the leadership of our Principal, John Kaldy. 
New assignments this year are: Patricia Quennevill at Grade 1 for Neva 
Pratico who is on leave; Carolyn Churchill at grade 3; Richard Wyman to 
grade 6 from grade 3; Gretchen Auer for instrumental music. 


C. Curriculum 

A number of curriculum changes have taken place during the past year. We 
completed a study of our english Language Arts Program and this resulted 
in the selection and revision of materials. New handwriting materials are be- 
ing used at the primary grades and we have plans to extend these up into the 
higher grades. We are presently involved in a review and revision of our 
Science Program and we hope to have this completed by June. The most im- 
portant aspect of our instructional program continues to be the excellent 
job our teachers are doing and their sincere interest in children. 
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D. Budget Analysis 

There is a complete outline of the full budget in the Financial Statements. 
The proposed budget for the 1980-81 school year is $397,050.00. This is an 
increase of $29,809.00 or 8.1% over the present year. The major increases 
are as follows: Instruction $22,325.00; Special Education $2,865.00; 
Building $3,769.00; Transportation $3,450.00. Because our projected end 
of the year balance will decrease from $50,000.00 to $28,000.00 and because 
Other revenue is not increasing as rapidly as our expenditures, it will be 
necessary to raise $38,829.00 by taxes. The other major source of revenue is 
General State Aid, estimated at $307,000.00. the final figure here will de- 
pend upon the amount appropriated by the legislature, as in years past.

WARNING FOR SPECIAL MEETING OF THE 
TOWN OF CLARENDON 


The legal voters of the Town of Clarendon are hereby notified and warned 
to meet at 7:30 o’clock in the afternoon on Monday the 29th day of 
January, 1979 at 7:30 P.M. in the Town of Clarendon, there to hold a 
special meeting to discuss the proposed amendments to the Clarendon zon- 
ing regulations hereinafter specified, and then adjourn to meet again on 
Tuesday the 30th day of January, 1979 at Clarendon elementary School bet- 
ween the hours of 10:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M. to vote by Australian ballot 
upon the following articles: | 


Article 1. Amend 119, 160, 161, 165, 185 and 280 of the Clarendon 
Zoning regulations by substituting the words ‘‘board of adjustment’’ in 
place of the words ‘‘planning commission,’’ and amedn 310 by substituting 
the words ‘‘chapter 117’’ in place of the words ‘‘chapter 91.”’ 

Article 2. Amend 210 of the Clarendon zoning regulations, by adding 
thereto: ‘*C-I COMMERCIAL-INDUSTRIAL.”’ 

Article 3 Amend 225 of the Clarendon zoning regulations, by adding 
thereto: ‘‘Whenever a permit is issued for use under 421 Commercial And 
Residential, the administrative officer shall provide a copy of the permit to 
the abutting property owners, as their names and addresses appear in the 
Clarendon grand list book, by regualr mail within 24 hours of the date of 
issue. However, failure to provide such copy will not invalidate the 
permit.’’ 

Article 4. Amend the title of 255 of the Clarendon zoning regula- 
tions, by substituting the words ‘‘Referral To State Agencies’’ in place of 
the words ‘‘Planned Residential Development.”’ 

Article 5. Amend 421 of the Clarendon zoning regulations, by 
deleting the present language after the title of such sectiona dn substituting 
in its place the following language: 

‘‘Uses permitted: 

(a) Residential, as permitted in Residential R district. 

(b) Commercial. All usage excluding manufacturing. 

(c) Agricultural, as permitted in Agricultural And Rural Residential 

A-R district. 

Exceptions. The following are not permitted in the Commercial And 

Residential district: 

(a) Rendering plant. 

(b) Automobile graveyard. 

(c) Junkyard.’’ 


Article 6. Amend the Clarendon zoning regulations by adding the 
following new section thereto: 
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‘423. BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT APPROVAL. 

Upon application to the board of adjustment, the board of adjustment 
may approve uses in the Commercial and Residential and Commercial- 
Industrial districts, other than those specifically permitted therein, sub- 
ject to the procedures applicable to conditional use Sane, set forth 
in 24 V.S.A. 4407 (2).”’ 


Article 7... Amend the Clarendon Zoning regulations by adding a new 
section thereto, to read: 
“422. COMMERCIAL-INDUSTRIAL 


Intent and purpose. To reserve suitable areas for the location and/or 
expansion of industrial and commercial development; to encourage 
orderly growth and employment opportunities; to designate specific 
areas which, because of their proximity to transportation facilities, 
topography, subsoil and accessability, are better suited than the more 
remote, hilly or inaccessable areas for this development; and to provide 
the town with a more appropriate economic balance. 


Uses permitted. Commercial and industrial uses including, but not 
limited to: 


(a) Manufacturing and/or processing and/or assembly. 


(b) Warehouse storage and/or distribution of goods, services and 
material. 


(c) Research facilities. 


(d) Residential and agricultural uses in conformance with minimum 
standards under residential uses of these regulations. 


(f) Commercial or industrial services. 

(g) Retail and/or wholesale operations. 

(h) Agricultural. 

Exceptions: The following uses are not permitted in this district: 

(a) Rendering plant. 

(b) Automobile graveyard. 

(c) Junkyard. 

Lot requirements. The lot shall comply with the following criteria: 
(a) Lot area - 43,560 square feet (1 acre) minimum. 

(b) Lot width - 125 feet minimum. 

(c) Front yard - 40 feet from edge of road right of way minimum. 
(d) Side yard - 20 feet each side minimum. 

(e) Rear yard - 30 feet minimum. 

(f) Building height - a maximum of three stories or 35 feet whichever 
is less. 

(g) Building area - unspecified. 

Boundaries of district: 

(a) Air Park. The land of the state of Vermont at the Rutland State 
Airport. Access to this area shall be restricted to approved access from 
Route 7B only. 
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(b) Route 7B. The land contained within the boundaries starting at 
the intersection of Route 7 and Route 7B south of the village of North 
Clarendon, thence proceeding due east to the Green Mountain 
Railroad tracks, thence proceeding in a southeasterly direction along 
the western boundary of the railroad right-of-way to the intersection of 
the railroad tracks and East Road (town highway no. 8), thence pro- 
ceeding in a straight line in a westerly direction to the intersection of 
Route 7B and Route 103, thence proceeding in a westerly direction 
along the north side of Route 103 to the intersection ci Route 7 and 
Route 103, and thence proceeding in a northerly direction along the 
easterly side of Route 7 to the intersection of Route 7 and route 7B be- 
ing the place of beginning. 

Access to this area shall be restricted to approved access from Route 7B 
only. 

(c) Pierce’s Corner. The land contained within the boundaries star- 
ting at the intersection of Route 7 and Route 103 thence proceeding in a 
northerly direction a distance of 2000 feet along the west side of Route 
7 to a point, thence proceeding due west a distance of 1000 feet to a 
point, thence proceeding southerly a distance of 3000 feet to a point, 
thence proceeding easterly to the west side of Route 7, and thence pro- 
ceeding easterly to the west side of Route 7, and thence proceeding 
along the west side of Route 7 to the intersection of Route 7 and Route 
103 being the place of beginning. 


Access to this area shall be Route 7 by the way of town road 19. 


(d) Northeast Area. The land contained within the boundaries star- 
ting at the intersection of Route 7 and the North Shrewsbury Road and 
thence proceeding easterly along the north line of the North 
Shrewsbury Road to the Cold River Road, thence proceeding northerly 
along the west line of the Cold River Road to the Clarendon town line, 
thence proceeding westerly along the Clarendon town line to Route 7, 
and thence proceeding southerly along the east line of Route 7 to the 
place of beginning. 

(e) Southeast Area. The land contained within the boundaries star- 
ting at the intersection of Route 103 and Route 7B and thence pro- 
ceeding southerly along the east side of Route 7B to the property of the 
state of Vermont, thence proceeding easterly along the property of the 
state of Vermont and thence northerly along the property of the state 
of Vermont being the westerly side of the Rutland State Airport, thence 
proceeding easterly along the north side of the Rutland State Airport 
and a straight line to the Airport Road, thence proceeding northerly 
along the west side of the Airport Road to Route 103, and thence pro- 
ceeding westerly along the south side of Route 103 to the place of 
beginning.”’ | 


Dated at the Town of Clarendon this 27th day of November, 1978 
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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, JANUARY 239, 30, 1979 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING was called to order by Moderator, Mr. 
Weeks, at 7:40 P.M. at the Clarendon Elementary School. Mr. Weeks 
started to read the Warning. After Article I Mr. Weeks asked that, if there 
were no objections, the Meeting could act on each Article as it was read. 
Mr. Kinne objected. The entire Warning was read. 


Mr. Weeks then called attention to the fact that in the heading of the Warn- 
ing no place was specified for this meeting. The time ‘‘7:30’’ was written 
twice, but the Clarendon Elementary School was not specifically named. 


Mr. Lynch questioned Mr. Weeks as to when he had noticed such 
discrepancy, and why he had not called attention to the error before this 
evening’s meeting, since the Warning had been printed twice in the 
newspaper. Mr. Weeks said that he was not aware of the error until this 
evening. 


Article I was read again. Mr. Weeks then read a prepared statement: 


‘‘A vote was taken on the proposal contained in Article I, at a special 
town meeting held on May 23, 1978. VSA T 17, 266lc requires that a 
vote taken at an annual or a special meeting shall remain in effect until 
rescinded. Article I, therefore, presents a question of order. VSA T 17, 
1658 requires the moderator decide questions of order. The decision is 
that the motion under Article I is out of order, because no main motion 
is in order which conflicts with state law. This being a serious question in 
a strongly contested situation, the moderator would welcome an appeal 
from this decision so that the final responsibility is with the voters 
themselves.’’ (This statement is attached to and made a part of these 
minutes.) 


There was a great deal of duscussion concerning this statement. Bob Neil 
made a motion to appeal the ruling of the moderator and request a vote be 
taken. This was seconded by Barry Bradley. Mr. Kalakowski requested a 
paper ballot and asked about procedure. Mr. Weeks explained that seven 
(7) voters must request a paper ballot. 


There was lengthy discussion again concerning Mr. Weeks’ statement. Mr. 
Weeks called for the vote. Nine voters were counted in favor of the paper 
ballot. Mr. Cuttitta asked Mr. Kalakowski, that, for the sake of speeding 
up matters, was he going to insist on this paper ballot. Mr. Kalakowski 
withdrew the request. Elizabeth Strom-Olson and Richard Bersaw were 
named tellers. A vote “‘Yes’’, was to sustain the ruling of the Moderator: 11 
votes; a vote ‘‘NO’’, was to over-rule the Moderator: 25 votes. 


Article I could now be discussed. Mr. Kalakowski asked of Selectman Russ 
Carleton that he please explain Section 161 and 185 and reconcile changes 
with state statute. Mr. Carlton and Mrs. Wehse answered that these were 
corrections made with recommendations from Mr. Mitchell’s office concer- 
ning the origian] zoning regulations. 
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Article II was read. Mr. Weeks suggested someone make a motion to sus- 
pend the rules so the motion to over-rule the moderator in Article I would 
apply to all other articles. 


Mr. Ferrari made the motion to suspend rules and procedure regarding 
order, as for Article I, to apply to the other articles. This was seconded by 
Barry Bradley. Mr. Weeks called for discussion and stated that such vote re- 
quires a two-thirds majority. The ‘‘Yes’’ vote, in favor or suspending the 
rules, was unanimous. There was no discussion os Article II. 


Article III was read. Mr. Kalakowski asked Selectman Kinne to explain. 
Mr. Kinne said that there is no provision in the state statutes requiring the 
administrative officer to do this. After listening to testimoney during the 
hearings the Planning Commission and Selectmen elected to add this provi- 
sion as a courtesy. 


Article IV was read. There was no discussion. 


Article V was read. Mr. Manukka stated that he did not believe all types of 
commercial business, except manufacturing, should be allowed in this 
district. 


Article VI was read. There was no discussion. 


Article VII. Mr. Weeks asked that if there was no objection he would not 
read said article in it’s entirety. There was no objection. Mr. Enman asked 
Mr. Kinne the status of the airport area, since there had been an article in 
the Herald and the possible extension of sewer and water had been discuss- 
ed. Mr. Kinne explained about the master plan, VELCO’s interest in 
building there, and the City of Rutland’s part in the process. 


The meeting was adjourned at 9:18 P.M. to meet again on Tuesday, 
January 30, 1979, at the Clarendon Elementary School, from 10:00 A.M. to 
7:00 P.M., to vote by Austrailian Ballot.

The selectmen of the Town of Clarendon, pursuant to the aughority in 
them vested, hereby make and adopt the following special regulations as to 
the operation, use, and parking of motor vehicles. 

Sect. 1. AUTHORITY. The authority is pursuant to 24 V.S.A. Sect. 2291 
and 23 V.S.A. Sect.

Sect. 2. PURPOSE. To promote the public health, safety, welfare, and 
convenience of the Town of Clarendon.

(c)Operate. Ad defined in 23 V.S.A. Sect. 4 (25). 
(d)Owner. As defined in 23 V.S.A. Sect. 4 (26). 
(e)Person. As defined in 23 V.S.A. Sect. 4 (27). 


Sect. 4. PARKING CURFEW. A motor vehicle, other than a fire, police, 
or vehicle attending to an emergency, shall not be parked or left standing on 
any road or highway within the Town of Clarendon between the hours of 
9:00 P.M. and 6:00 A.M. 


Sect. 5. REMOVAL. A motor vehicle parked or left standing in violation 
of the foregoing section, may be removed, or caused to be removed by any 
enforcement officers which shall include constables, sheriffs, deputy 
Sheriffs, state police officer, special officer, road commissioner, employee 
of the road commissioner, or selectman, to a place of storage. The person 
owning or having the right to the possession or control of such vehicle shall 
be liable for all costs of removal and storage. 


Sect. 6. DAMAGE EXEMPTION. The Town of Clarendon and the per- 
sons authorized to remove such vehicles shall not be liable for any damages 
that may result from the removal of vehicles in violation of these regula- 
tions. 

Sect. 7. FINE. A person who violates these regulations hsall pay a fine to 
the Town of Clarendon of $50.00 for each occurance. Such fine shall be 
paid by the violator to the Clarendon Town Treasurer or Town Clerk before 
he is permitted to redeem his vehicle from storage. 

Sect. 8. EFFECTIVE DATE. These regulations hsall take effect on July

11. Will the Town vote to raise by taxation the sum of $230 for support of 
the Alcoholism Information and Referral Center, Inc. (Australian Ballot) 
12. Will the Town vote to raise by taxation the sum of $500 to support the 
Clarendon Senior Citizens Meal Site. (Australian Ballot) 
13. Will the Town vote to raise by taxation the sum of $1,500 for the sup-

20. Will the Town vote to spend up to $10,000 of Revenue Sharing Funds 
for special road projects. (Australian Ballot) 

21. Will the Town vote to spend up to $3,000 of Revenue Sharing Funds 
for the purchase of two, two-way radios for the Constables. (Australian 
Ballot) 

22. Will the Town vote to spend $10,000 of Revenue Sharing Funds for 


‘the purchase of a dump truck. (Australian Ballot) 


23. Will the Town vote to spend $2,500 of Revenue Sharing Funds 
towards the support of the Clarendon Fire Association. (Australian Ballot) 


24. To assist in the development of an industrial base in the Town of 
Clarendon, shall the Selectmen by authorized to enter into contracts, for 
periods not to exceed five years, on new or additions to commercial or in- 
dustrial property, for the purpose of fizing the amount in money which 
shall be paid as an annual tax upon such real and personal property pur- 
suant ot the provisions of 24 V.S.A. 2741, the sum of the taxes to be paid 
over the five year period to be not less than two-thirds of the amount of tax 
paid if no stablization agreement had been made.
